King, a wealthy widow for whom he 
had acted as attorney and financial 
adviser. He said she killed herself 
with a weapon she was using for target 
practice.

In Ifi egg laying contests f^r i;»3i*. a white Leghorn puUet was thk 
winner in 11 contest.«—and a R. 1 R<-fi pullet was the winner m the re­ 
maining 5 contests. Highest indn ¡dual production was 341 egg.<5—a recoM 
that was made by onp Rpd at Connf< t icut and by another Rpd at Texas. 
The best Leghorn rc-coid was 330 eggs—made at tho New York central 
contest. 


Connecticut Straightneck Squash 


Thus far, the new ConnecLicut .Straightneck Squash has yielded about 
25'!^e more early fruit.*; than any of it.-5 commercial rivals. In one tost thi» 
year this variety pro<]uccd 49 excellent fruits from a single row within 
64 days after planting-compared to but .'?0 fruits from the next best of 
six commercial varieties under test. N’o figures are given to show total 
yield for the season. 


A Pen for the Bull 


Missouri Experiment Station recommends a strongly-fenced cxerclsv 
yard for the herd bull—not smaller than 20 by 100 feet. A shed open on 
the south side will give sufficient protection in most weather. A swinging 
butt of a tree will provide exercise anti amusement—and an electrifl<3 
barbed wire—2 ^ feet from the ground and 2Mi feet inside the corral 
fence—will keep him from butting the fence. 


Thin Brome Grass 


When smooth brome grass is finally established the grower is mor« 
than likelv to have to contend with a sod that is too thick—but up to 
that time hig stand may be thm and scattered. During this thin period of 
growth, many growers have sucressfully drilled a crop of small grain 
right in the brome stand, and either used the grain crop for pasture or 
harvested the gram for a cash crop—without damaging the brome. 


Watch Blueberries 


The idea of growing cultivated biueberriea is new to most of us—but 
New York Horticultural Society reports that blueberry growing offers 
the most promising profit of any of our present-day fruits. The bushes 
start bearing at an early age—thev live as long as an apple tree—they 
yield large animal crops when properly handl^—and they have with­ 
stood a temperature of 40 degrees below zero without winter damage. 


Poultry Tapeworm Control 


The New York State Veterinary College has been unable to find any 
successful method of treating poultry that are infested with the smml 
tapeworm. In their experiments they used fifteen different dru^s and fiv« 
proprietary worm remedies—and all of them failed. Also, in seeking 
practical methods of preventing infestation, neither 2% of tobacco dust 
m the mash—nor 1 part of copper sulphate -n 1,,SOO parts of drinking 
water—prevented the spread of this particular tapeworm. 


Lambs Harvest His Corn 


In the fall of 1926 a Stark C unty, Illinois, farmer left sixteen rows 
of com standing—and turned in Z^O western lambs to harvest it. In 1927 
—as a result of tho lamb manure—that strip of land produced 28 bushels 
more corn per acre than tho adjo:ning land. Since that demonstration, 
lambs have harvested every acre of corn grown on that farm—and in 10 
of the last 13 years hi.« Iamb« h.<ivp paid at least $1.00 per bushel for the 
corn crop. The last fesv years he has planted soybeans in with the com to 
furnish protem.

All varieties of winter barley officially tested in various parts of Iowa 
killed out last wmtcr—with the exception of those planted at Burlington. 
The Iowa Experiment Station conc!u«les that at present there i.^ no variety 
that is safe lor any part of Iowa. Peculiarly enough, at the Illinois Ex­ 
periment Station at tlrbaiia, nine varieties on test showed no appreciable 
winter killing. At this station these varieties were planted at weekly 
intervals—beginning v\ith Sept. I t—and showed the following average 
yields of grain; Sept I S—5S.4 bu : .‘'opt. 21—54.8 bu.: Sept. 28—46-3 bu.; 
Oct. 5—29.2 bu. One good varn ty of winter wheat planted on the same 
soil on the same dates \iclded; ¡itpt 14—5.1 bu,; Sept 21—58 bu.; Sept 
28—63 bu,: Oct 5—38.3 bu.; Oct. 12—25.8 bu. Winter barley is very likely 
to winter kill in central and northern Illinois.
